WE PAY ail the freight on 40 
rods or more of Brown Fence. 
The prices quoted in this cata- 
log are for fence laid down at your 
railroad station. You have nothing 
to pay after you send us the price of 
your order. You know just exactly 
what your fence is going to cost you. 

Don't be influenced by the prices 
in any catalog unless they include 
the freight. Many farmers forget all 
about the freight. _ When the fence 
comes with a freight bill to pay, 
these farmers are disappointed — the 
fence wasn't as low-priced as they 
were led to believe. 

It is quite natural for the manufac- 
turer who doesn't pay the freight to 
make a small thing of the freight 
proposition. They know their fence 
values wouldn't look near so good if 
they added the freight to their prices. 

For many j^ears we quoted prices 
which* did not include the freight, 
but we had so many complaints from 
our customers that we finally decided 
to pay the freight on 40 rods or more 
in all instances, and save our custom- 
ers all the annoyance, overcharges 
and delays incident to sending goods 
freight "collect".

Hard, Stiff, Coiled Spring Wire 



Many kinds of wire are used in 
fence building. Some fences on the 
market today are made of what is 
known as Bessemer Steel Wire. Bes- 
semer steel contains considerable 
quantities of carbon, silicon, manga- 
nese, sulphur, phosphorus and other 
impurities, all of which are active 
rust-collecting agents. It is no won- 
der that fence wire made of Besse- 
mer steel is so short-lived. 

Many others use Common Open- 
Hearth wire. While this grade of 
wire has most of the impurities 
burned out, there still remains the 
phosphorus and sulphur, which less- 



ens the efficiency of Common Open- 
Hearth Wire about 50%. 

Brown Fences are made of Basic 
Open-Hearth Wire, the ideal ma- 
terial. It contains less than l/10th of 1% 
impurities — an amount so small that 
Basic Open-Hearth Stock is consid- 
ered practically free from all impuri- 
ties. The Basic Open-Hearth Wire 
used in making Brown Fence is the 
result of nearly a lifetime's experi- 
ence. It is of special texture — porous, 
yet hard, stiff and springy. It is not 
brittle. It is not soft. Even without 
the galvanizing, it would last as long 
as most other galvanized fences made. 



In addition to the natural strength 
of this wire, it is coiled. Not merely 
crimped, understand, but coiled — so 
that it takes up all expansion and 
contraction. 

It is a well-known fact that in 
warm weather a fence wire will ex- 
pand. In ordinary fence wire, this 
causes the fence to sag and buckle. 
On the other hand, cold weather 
contracts fence wire. If no allow- 
ance is made for this contraction, the 
wire is apt to snap or pull the end 
posts out of place. 

For the past 10 or 12 years farmers 
have been complaining of the poor 
quality of wire used in fences. 

It seems that many manufacturers, 
in the wild scramble to make low 
prices, have skimped on the quality 
of wire and on the galvanizing. This 
has never been done by The Brown 
Fence & Wire Co., and never will be 
done. We have a reputation to main- 
tain, and we will do it in spite of 
what anyone else does. 

We believe that farmers would 



much rather pay a few cents more 
per rod for fence that they know will 
stand up; fence that will give years 
of service, than to try to save a few 
cents by purchasing a fence made of 
Common Open-Hearth or Bessemer 
sfceel. 

When I look at the prices some 
manufacturers are asking for fence 
that doesn't compare with the Brown 
in quality, I sometimes wonder what 
they would charge if their fence did 
equal the Brown.

Ordinary No. 9 wire, for example, 
has a breaking strength of 1,000 to 
1,200 pounds, while Brown No. 9 wire 
has a breaking strength of 2,000 to 
2,400 pounds. Yet, mind you, both of 
these wires are No. 9 gauge. 

In other words, No. 9 ordinary wire 
will break quicker and easier than 
Brown's No. 10 or No. 11 wire. 

It is easy to figure why Brown 
Fence is so much more durable than 
others, size for size, and gauge for 
gauge. 



Brown's Famous Double Galvanizing 



There are many ways to galvanize 
wire. And there are many different 
kinds of galvanizing material. Wc 
could save thousands of dollars every 
year by using a cheaper grade of 
spelter mixture. But it would hurt 
the quality of Brown Fence and 
eventually injure the high quality 
Brown reputation. 

I have been experimenting for 12 
years on the galvanizing material 
alone. I have tried every fence wire 
made, just to see if any of them beat 
or even equalled the mixture we 
used. And I have never even found 
its equal. 

But it isn't the quality of wire 
alone, nor the quality of galvanizing 
materials alone to which the rust- 
resisting qualities of Brown Fence 
Wire are due. It is the Brown process 
of applying the spelter mixture— the 
Brown method of double galvanizing, 
which has done so much to place 
Brown Fence in a class by itself. 
Let me tell you the interesting facts. 
You remember how I told you that 
Brown Fence Wire is porous? There s 
a reason for that— a big, important 
reason. The porosity of the wire 
makes it absorb great quantities of 
spelter mixture, practically uniting 
the galvanizing with the wire itself— 
making it impossible for the galvan- 
izing on Brown Fence to chip, flake, 
crack or peel off. But there is 



another big reason for the perfection 
of Brown galvanizing. 

Before being run through the molt- 
en zinc or spelter in the galvanizing 
vats, all the surface scale and dirt on 
the j.vire is carefully removed by dip- 
ping and washing in acid and water 
vats, after which the wire is put into 
or run through a furnace heated to 
the proper degree of temperature in 
order to absorb any remaining acid 
which may have a tendency to leave 
the material hard and brittle in spots. 
Then the wire is ready for the gal- 
vanizing vats. Now, here is the point: 

The amount of zinc (galvanizing) 
that adheres to the wire is deter- 
mined by the length of the vats as 
well as the speed the wire travels 
through the molten zinc and how 
hard or close the wire is wiped after 
leaving the molten metal in order to 
smooth the surface. 

As our galvanizing vats are about 
double the length of those ordinarily 
used, and as we run our wire through 
the molten zinc at about half the 
speed, it can be readily understood 
why our wire contains galvanizing 
double the thickness of the common 
grade of fence wire. 

Then, again, our weaving machines 
for making the fence are so perfectly 
designed and built that we are able 
to use wire heavily coated with zinc 
without danger of the galvanizing 



cracking or flaking off while going 
through the machine, which in reality 
is the difficulty in producing a rust- 
resisting galvanized wire fence by- 
most manufacturers today. Such a 
thing cannot occur in the Brown fac- 
tory, but if it should, the fence 
would never be sold, because our in- 
spection system would prevent its 
leaving the factory. 

These facts can be proved by any- 
one who visits the Brown Factory. 
We claim — and have proved that 
Brown Fence outlasts any other fence 
made. The reasons are explained above. 
Four hundred thousand farmers have 
proved our statements.

The lock or tie is all-important. It 
is the very life of the fence. When 
the tie rusts out, wears out, or breaks

The tie must be made of 
material that is the equal 
of that used for the lat- 
eral and upright wires. 
Its weight and galvaniz- 
ing must be the same. 
It cannot be smaller or 
any less in quality — or 
the whole fence is weak- 
ened.
